Looking Back At 1927, 1952, and 1967

And in America, it was the “Roaring 
iI OQ 2) Twenties.” Lindbergh flew the Atlantic, 

Babe Ruth hit 60 home runs, Al Jolson 
brought sound to the screen with “The Jazz Singer,” hit 
songs included “Bye Bye Blackbird” and “The Desert Song,” 
and the first successful television transmission occurred 
(Washington, D. C. to New York). It was also the year Sacco 
and Vanzetti were executed, and in two more years America 
would enter the Depression. 


At Oberlin, 1927 marked the end of the 25-year tenure of 
President Henry Churchill King, Oberlin’s sixth and 
longest-serving president. His Oberlin career spanned fifty 
years: he entered Oberlin in 1877 and received the A.B. two 
years later; subsequently he received a B.D. from Oberlin 
and A.M. from Harvard. In 1879 he began teaching at 
Oberlin, first Latin, then mathematics, religion and philos- 
ophy; later he served as registrar and dean, and was 
appointed president in 1902. 


The highly-popular President King was honored at that 
year’s commencement by a symposium on “Progress and 
Changes in Fifty Years,” and an exceptionally beautiful 
Illumination Night. In addition to the traditional Japanese 
lanterns, several thousand crimson and gold bulbs, donated 
by Ohio Electric Power, festooned Tappan Square in tribute 
to “President King, Oberlin’s first citizen.” 


Indeed, under President King Oberlin had witnessed 
unprecedented increases in enrollment, endowment, and its 
physical plant. The total number of students in the College of 
Arts and Sciences had more than doubled in the preceding 
twenty-five years, from 578 students in 1902 to 1,342 in 1927. 
It was the period in which Oberlin received the $10 million 
bequest from Charles Martin Hall, and during which such 
enduring structures as Finney Chapel, the Allen Art 
Building, Carnegie Library, Rice Hall, Severance Lab, 
Wilder Hall (then Men’s Building), the athletic stadium and 
the Memorial Arch were built. 


An issue that stirred the campus that year was the 
political upheaval in China: a petition, endorsed by a large 
number of students and faculty, was sent to Congress, 
asking that the U. S. “reconsider its action toward China 
and that America enter into amicable relations with the 
powers currently on the rise.” Internally, the student body 
was active and involved: two years earlier it had streamlined 
the student government, sought participation in the search 
for a new president, and issued a challenge to all students to 
raise funds for a new football stadium.

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Enthusiasm for the new stadium was sparked by Oberlin’s 
pigskin prowess, which in 1924 had seen the team meet Case 
in a “do-or-die” game for the Ohio Conference lead. Before 
7,200 fans at Dill field, Oberlin emerged victorious, 2-0, and 
went on to finish first in Ohio with an unblemished 8-0 mark. 
The team was to win 22 games in a row over the next three 
years, prompting one student sportswriter to exult that 
“Oberlin is synonymous with the best in football.” 


1927 also marked the adoption of the name “Yeomen” for 
the Crimson and Gold, the result of a campus-wide naming 
contest. Other student activities included sleigh parties in 
the winter, black-tie dinner parties, and dances saluting the 
“Roaring 20’s” with streamers, false ceilings, balloons and 
dance bands. Swept along by this free-wheeling atmosphere, 
the faculty ruled early in 1927 to allow freshmen women 
permission to remain until the end of a movie one night a 
week, “provided that they return home before 8:30 p.m.” 
However, lest decadence set in, the faculty upheld its earlier 
ruling prohibiting men and women from walking together 
during quiet hours on Sunday. 


It was a time when a quart of milk sold for 12¢, virgin wool 
blankets for $3.75, and a new Hart, Schaffner & Marx suit for

$27.50. Tuition at Oberlin was $200, room and board $360. 
Total enrollment approached 1,800, but the College was 
concerned about its “image” since only 42% of the students 
were men. The summer of 1926 had seen an outbreak of 
typhoid in Wellington, so the College provided innoculations 
and pasteurized milk; the Oberlin Temperance Alliance 
reorganized to “drive the bootleggers out of Oberlin ... and 
it is reported that all three bootleggers are worried;” and 
thirty professors were listed in ‘““Who’s Who.” 


The temper of the times, the desire for a healthy mix of the 
academic with the non-academic, perhaps was best ex- 
pressed early in the 1926-27 academic year by the Oberlin 
Review, which wrote: “It is a wholesome sign that the 
beginning of this year has been flavored with an amount of 
enthusiasm among the undergraduates almost unheard of 
for a number of years. It is good for students to forget how old 
and sophisticated they are at times and enter into college life 
with something better than a bored expression.” 


It was the time of the Korean War, Joe 
1 9 5? McCarthy, the McCarran Act, and “I 

Like Ike.” It was a period of turmoil, yet 
the year in which Albert Schweitzer won the Nobel Prize for 
Peace. Although the national mood was one of disquiet, the 
College continued to honor its ideals: at that year’s 
Commencement honorary degrees were presented to speaker 
Thornton Wilder, biologist Rachel Carson, Senator J. 
William Fulbright, black social worker Lester Granger, 
conductor George Szell and theologian Amos N. Wilder. 


The student body that year numbered some 2,000. Tuition 
was $500, room and board another $690. The College budget 
showed a $100,000 deficit, but, cautioned President William 
E. Stevenson, the College was not a business and “we should 
be very slow in making another tuition rise.” The one-way 
train fare to New York was $12.15. Coffee was 69¢ a pound. 
The Apollo, which had raised its price to 55¢, showed that 
year’s hits: “High Noon,” “Moulin Rouge,” “Viva Zapata,” 
“The Greatest Show on Earth,” and “Ivanhoe.” 


The face of the campus was changing. After 37 years of 
planning and debate, work had finally begun on Hall 
Auditorium. More important, the College had embarked on a 
major building program encompassing both academic and 
dormitory facilities, a program that would take 25 more 
years to complete. 


The catalog stated that the purpose of a liberal arts 
education “is for general resourcefulness, leadership, and 
ability to solve problems on whatever level or in whatever 
situations.” Freshmen were required to take English 
composition and physical education, and general degree 
requirements included the physical and social sciences, 
language, literature and the humanities. 


1952 was a Mock Convention year—by definition an 
exciting year to be on campus. Convention-related speakers 
included Senators Estes Kefauver, Bourke Hickenlooper and 
Harold Stassen, and William H. Ayres, Philip Willkie 
Michael DiSalle, John Kenneth Galbraith, Milton Fried- 
man, Hans Morganthau and George N. Schuster. (Other 
speakers comprised perhaps an even more interesting group: 
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Paul Hindemith, Edward Levi, James Reston, Bertrand 
Russell, and Norman Thomas.) At the Mock Convention 
itself, seventeen candidates vied for the Republican nomina- 
tion, but the favorite, General Eisenhower, after leading on 
the first three ballots, was toppled by a coalition supporting 
California Governor Earl Warren and Oregon Senator 
Wayne Morse. Warren was then nominated for President, 
and Paul G. Hoffman, director of the Ford Foundation, for 
vice president. Wayne Morse himself had sat through the 
entire Mock Convention, and had ridden “Big Blanche” 
(billed as the largest elephant in North America) at the head 
of the 53-float parade. Said Morse of the Convention: 
“Damndest thing I’ve ever seen.” 


But political involvement that year involved “hard” 
issues, too. The issue of grading policies was raised during 
the increased military draft, when deferments were tied to 
academic standing; the Review expressed concern that the 
campus was becoming too conservative, although in reality 
Oberlin was resisting as best it could the anti-communist 
hysteria of the era; students petitioned the faculty to retain a 
popular Spanish professor, Augusto Centeno; and a tele- 
gram was sent to President Truman in a futile attempt to 
save the life of Willie McGee, a black man in Mississippi 
sentenced to death for the rape of a white woman. 


Campus life was active. The Co-ops, born two years earlier, 
were thriving. Jukeboxes and pinball were “in.” Woody 
Herman and his “Thundering Herd” played Finney, and the 
Christmas formal gave students a chance to croon along 
with the big band sound of Art Mooney, best known for “I’m 
Looking Over a Four Leaf Clover.”’ The Oberlin Orchestra 
toured the East with excellent reviews, and the artists 
brought to Oberlin that year (and during the tenure of 
students who graduated in 1952) included Claudio Arrau, 
Vladimir Horowitz, Rudolph Serkin, Jennie Tourel, Gerard 
Souzay, Isaac Stern, Alexander Schneider, Pierre Fournier,

E. Power Biggs, the Robert Shaw Chorale, and, of course, the 
Cleveland Orchestra under George Szell. Athletically, 
Oberlin’s men’s teams seemed unbeatable. The swimming 
team ran up a winning streak of 31 dual meets, while the 
tennis team won 44 straight matches. The football team won 
consistently, and a senior woman, Janet Fossenkemper, was 
cited as the nation’s premier equestrienne. 


And, as usual, there were some interests that seem to 
transcend all lines; a February issue of the Review published 
the following letter from 58 concerned students: “We, the 
undersigned, wish to protest the cancellation of the subscrip- 
tion to the Chicago Daily News by the Library Committee, 
since it is the only available paper carrying the ‘Pogo’ comic 


strip.” 
| 96 7 had begun the bombing of Hanoi (Presi- 

dent Johnson: “We must continue to 
raise the price of aggression at its source’’); 300,000 soldiers 
were stationed in Vietnam; each day an “undeclared” war 
was costing the United States another $40 million—enough 
to run the College for four years. There was rioting and 
unrest in the urban ghettos of America, and a sense of 
frustration and growing cynicism on the campuses. The six- 
day war erupted in the middle east, forcing U Thant to cancel 
out as Commencement Speaker; honorary degree recipient 
Roy Wilkins gave the address that year. 


At Oberlin, much of what went on during the 1966-67 year 
reflected what was happening nationally/globally. Viet- 
nam and the draft were crucial issues, resulting in some 
demonstrations and sit-ins. Military recruiters visited the 
campus; most, but not all the reaction was negative, and one 
protest (regarding an Air Force recruiter) prompted a 
controversial shoving incident between opposing groups of 
students. Senior journalist Alex Jack visited Vietnam, and 
his reports back to campus became required reading. 


Ten years ago. The previous summer we 


But perhaps of greater significance to the College in the 
long run than the concerns expressed over Vietnam, were the 
changes taking place in Oberlin as an academic and social 
institution. The Spring of 1967 marked the adoption of 
legislation creating Winter Term and the credit/no entry 
system of grading. In addition, the long-held philosophy of 
the College acting in loco parentis was inexorably eroding: 
hours had been abolished for upper class women (and for 
freshmen and sophomore women with parental consent), 
and a faculty subcommittee recommended instituting a coed 
dorm. In exchange for easing restrictions, students were 
expected to accept greater responsibility in directing their 
lives in a mature manner. President Robert Carr reflected 
the College’s growing commitment to such changes when he 
wrote, “No college, however liberal or conservative it 
chooses to be, can long resist changes in social mores which 
the entire nation has come to recognize.” 


Oberlin’s student body numbered 2600 that year, and the 
campus on which they lived is much the same today. King, 
the Conservatory complex, Kettering, and North, South and 
East halls were in existence; new, smaller dormitories were 
on the drawing boards; and it was generally understood that 
when the money became available, a new library, gym and 
addition to the art museum would be constructed. Tuition 
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was $1750, room and board another $920. 


It was the year that the Conservatory celebrated its 100th 
birthday and Allen Art Museum its 50th. Five Oberlin 
ensembles performed in New York, while the campus hosted 
such distinguished artists as Aaron Copland, Rudolph 
Serkin, Emil Gilels, Mstislav Rostropovich and Yitzhak 
Perlman; the Museum had twelve special exhibitions. A wide 
range of speakers visited the campus that year, including 
Saul Alinsky, Daniel Berrigan, Allen Ginsberg, Dr. Bruno 
Bettelheim, Archibald Cox, Senator Philip Hart, Jesse 
Jackson, William Sloane Coffin, and Floyd McKissick. 
Students were entertained by Phil Ochs, Buffy St. Marie, 
Dave Brubeck, and the Modern Jazz Quartet. On campus, as 
world-wide, the Beatles were popular—leading the Review to 
editorialize over their rumored break-up: “It would be a crisis 
of international proportions. Beatles: reconsider. Not only 
for our sake, but in the interest of all humanity.” 


Pool, pinball, libe dates and the “jerk” were popular. The 
“Rat” served 3.2 beer, and the Apollo featured such hits as 
“A Man For All Seasons,” “In the Heat of the Night,” and 
the immensely popular “The Graduate.” Men’s athletic 
teams won 65% of their games; women’s intercollegiate 
athletics were considered so minimal as to be excluded from 
the College’s annual report. 


More than any recent preceding year, but less than the 
years that would shortly follow, 1967 was a time of unrest 
and change. Wrote President Carr in his annual report: “The 
years just ahead are very likely to require of us an even 
greater sense of purpose and a wider range of experimenta- 
tion, if Oberlin is to hold its high place as a college that is 
helping lead the way forward by establishing standards and 
patterns that other institutions will wish to follow and by 
helping its graduates to become effective leaders and 
innovators.”
